It will, no doubt, seem strange to 


many people that the multitude of 
small urchins who sell papers in large 
cities should have regular customers, 
but it is a fact. 


When the business men come out 


of their officers in the afternoon there 
ia a wild hurry-scurry of youngsters 
from the newspaper officers, shouting, 
"Extre! Extre! 
All about de big 


fire'." or toe war or "any old thing." 
The boys spread about in all direc- 
tions, seemingly intent to sell their 
papers to any one willing to buy. 
They do not appear to stop in any one 
place, but are here, there and every. 
where. 


In spite of this, howevr, the boys 


lerve many regular customers. The 
newsboys of large cities are bright 
*nd keen, and they know many busi- 
ness and professional men. and are 
well posted on their habits. 
They 


know what hour they go to business 
houses and offices, and when they 
leave for their homes. 


Should a business man buy a paper 


of a boy one night the chances are 
that he will find the same boy at the 
same place and at the same hour the 
next night. After a while the boy will 
regard the man as one of his regular 
customers, and most jealously will he 
guard his rights to serve him. 
He 


•will know just what paper or papers 
the man wants, and will have them 
"eady for him as he comes along. Ho 
'ill even trust the man should the 
Atter have no change, depending on 
bis honesty to -pay him the next day. 


The men, as a rule, leain to appre- 


ciate the thoughtful industry of the 
boys, and at times reward them with 
an extra penny or two. 


Some time ago a bright-eyed little 


fellow used to sell papers in Nassau 
street, between Beekman and Ann, 
New York. He had a number of regu- 
lar customers and did quite a large 
business. He was a handsome, rosy- 
cheeked boy, and his clothing, al- 
though poor in quality, was always 
neat and clean. There was something 
about the youngster different from the 
average newsboy, and many of his 
customers became quite interested in 
him.

PANAMA PEARLS, 


Value of tht Gems Secured in • Year's 


Harvest. 


The magnificent pearls which orna- 


ment the crown of Spain, and which 
arc so much admired by tourists who 
visit the cathedrals at Seville and To- 
ledo were found In Oyster shells in 
the Bay of Panama, and the largo 
strings and clusters which the Span- 
lards took from the Indians both on 
the north and west coasts of South 
America came from the same source. 
Pearl fishing is still carried on to a 
considerable extent at Panama. In 
the spring of 1899 a boy fifteen years 
old found an oyster that concealed a 
jewel now offered for sale in Paris for 
$10,000. 
He received $4,000 for it 


from a negro speculator named Jus- 
tiana. The latter brought it to Pan- 
ama and sold it to Felix Erhman, the 
banker, for a considerable advance on 
that price. 
At the Erhman banking 


house the other day I saw an assort- 
ment of pearls all the way from $50 
to $4,000, which are Panama prices, 
and considerably lower than those 
that would be asked for the same jew- 
els in London, Paris or New York. 
Few pearls are sent to New York be- 
cause of the duty imposed upon them 
by the government. 
Those that go 


are smuggled. The annual harvest of 
pearls at Panama will average a value 
of about ?150,0t)0. There are several 
firms engaged in the business—Pros- 
pero Penal, Pisa y Pisa. Arosenema 
Hermanos, Madura Hermanos and 
others. The Erhman's do no fishing, 
but buy pearls of speculators. 


Pearl oysters are found in all parts 


of Panama Bay. 
Two years ago an 


ordinary fisherman found one near 
Taboga Island, not. more than half a 
mile from the regular steamship an- 
chorage, that contained a pearl worth 
$2,400, but the largest beds are about 
thirty miles from the city. The oysters 
are much larger than those found in 
northern waters, and the shells are 
even larger still. 
The oysters are 


rank and coppery, but are healthful 
and are eaten by the natives. 
The 


smaller ones are often brought to tbe 
Panama market.—Chicago Record. 


FAftM NOTEt. 


Cold, Dry, 
Even Temperature for 


Applet. 


One of the prime factors In keeping 


apples is having an atmosphere suffi- 
ciently dry to prevent the appearance 
of fungous growth, such as rots, mil- 
dews, scabs and the like. There is no 
great difficulty In getting the proper 
atmosphere, but when this Is secured 
the apples are apt to get too much 
moisture and become shriveled. This 
will alwayr, occur when there is the 
least circulation of air in the storage 
room. Prevent this and there is not 
so much danger of tough, leathery 
fruit. 
The colder the storage room 


the more moisture the atmosphere 
may safely contain without danger of 
damage to the fruit. For apples, just 
as near freezing as as can be safely 
secured in the most desirable temper- 
ature. Be very careful to keep the 
temperature of the room even, not al- 
lowing it to become warm, then lower- 
ing it suddenly. Any moisture in the 
air will be deposited upon the fruit if 
any changes of temperature are per- 
mitted. It is the opinion of many of 
those most experienced in cold stor- 
age that apples keep better when 
placed in barrels which are headed as 
soon as filled.—Orange Judd Farmer.

The Orchard. 


When an orchard of apple or pear 


trees begin to boar fruit, the land 
should be enriched at least once iu 
two years. 
It is a mistaken idea to 


suppose fruit will grow to full size un- 
less the trees are well fed, and to 
grow good fruit at the present time 
icquires a constant watchfulness from 
the first opening of the spring to the; 
closing of the autumn. 
In regions 


where the canker worm is found the 
trees should be protected by a strip 
of tarred paper as soon as a warm 
cluy iu the spring appears, unless this 
enemy is to be destroyed by spraving 
the trees alter the uorm hatches out. 
The tent caterpillar makes its appear- 
ance U.H soon as the leaves begin to 
s^row. and should bo attended to bv 
spraying the trees or by using a light 
pole with a raft wound round the, end 
oi it, saturated with kerosene, and 
drawn through every nest as soon as 
the worms are all hatched, T)o not 
let them set largo before employing 
some means of killing them. Follow- 
ing the tent caterpillar and canker 
worm is the codling moth which, un- 
lers destroyed, will lay epigb on almos! 
every apple and pear, producing the, 
worms so destructive to the fruit.— 
Farmer's Advocate.

Discouraged Farmer Commits Triple- 


Murder and Suicide.

been found in the ashes of thir home, 
cloven miles southwest of this city. 


Tlio supposition is that Thomas 


murdered the children then set fire to 
the house and took his own life. 


Thomas' wife committed suicide by 


taking poison 
about a year ago. 


Thomas had frequently told his neigh- 
bors that his wife, OH her deathbed, 
exacted a promise from him that he 
would make away with the children 
and himself and follow her. 


The children who are believed to 


have been murdered by their father 
were:—Edna, teu years old; David, 
fourteen years old, and John, eighteen 
years old. 


The affair was discovered when a 


neighbor living about a mile distant 
saw that the house had been burned. 
He hurried over and found the house 
totally destroyed, and the charred and 
blackened bodies of Thomas and his 
three children, were lying in the ashes. 


Thomas had been the victim of a 


long series of financial reverses. It 
was because of these that his wife 
took her" own life.

wife killed herself It was the under- 
standing btween her and Thomas that 
he was to kill himself and the chil- 
ron then but his nerve failed him and 
he did not carry out his part of the 
agreement.

Rome, Dec. -'>.—It now appears that 


the disaster at Amalfi, on the Gulf of 
Salerno, caused by the rock on which 
stood the Capuccini Hotel sliding bold- 
ly into the sea. was not so fatal as at 
lir^l supposed. Only ten persons \\eie 
killed. The Capuetini Hotel, overhang- 
ing the Gull' of Salerno, suddenly slid 
into (lie sea, carrying1 \\ith the old Cj.- 
put hin Monastery, the Hotel Calerina 
and several villas and sinking four ves- 
Sfl> that lay al anchor in the bay. 


.Many of the people have left their 


houses and took refuge at high points'. 
\\here there was n<> danger of the great 
r< cks that overhang the town tumbling 
on them and can ying them into the 
gulf. Thousands of persons from neigh- 
boring towns and villages and from 
the farms and \ineyards in the vicinity 
are pom-ing into Amalfi 
to-day 
and 


gazing with awe on the 
destruction 


wrought by the landslide. 


The place looks as if ari earthquake 


had happened. 
The side of the steep 


mountain on which the Hotel Cappu- 
eini stood has been rent and torn by 
the movement of the enormous masses 
of earth and rock. About 00,000 cubic 
yards of earth slid, and it went down 
like an Alpine avalanche.

The coast patrol froia 
Ocracoke was reluming to the station 
about 4 o'clock this morning, when he 
discovered a big ship ashore. He imme- 
diately lighted a signal to notify those 
aboard that they were discovered and 
ran to the station to arouse those of 
the lifesaveis who were not on duty. 


Against the flerce wind the lifesavers 


then 
dragged 
th" heavy 
apparatus, 


consisting of the Lisle gun, breeche.-, 
and life car, and it was almost daylight 
when they reached the scene of the 
wreck. They could ne'e the outlines ol a 


steamer, hut could not accomplish 


anything until daybreak. 


The wind caught up particles of sand, 


which wc>r<; blown into the faces of the 
lifesavers until their cheeks weie cut 
as if by a rawhide. 


When daylight broke the sailors were 


seen huddled together on the wrecked 
ship, waving their arms in an appeal 
to be saved. To launch a boat in such 
a sea would have meant instant death, 
so the life savers placed their gun in 
position and fired. The Arlosto was 
some 600 feet out and the line fell short. 
Line after line was fired to the strand- 
ed ship, but all failed to reach. 


In the meantime 
tho 
waves 
were 


dashing over the- ship and <"apt Baines 
called his men together for a < onsulta- 
tion, explaining to 
them 
that 
the 


chances were about even if they should 
take to the small boats or wait for the 
life saving crew to fire a life l.ne. en 
board. So far as he was concerned, the 
Captain said, he would wait for the 
life saveis, but he left it to the crew to 
decide among themselves. 


Eight sailors said they would stick 


by the Captain. 
These were saved. 


Twenty-one declared they were doomed 
if they remained aboard and they left 
the ship in small boats. 
All of them 


lost their lives. 


The boat in whieh the twenty-one 


men put off was one of the regular life- 
boats. It was strong in oidinary weath- 
er, but a cockleshell in such a sea. The 
ship was tossing heavily, and with dif- 
ficulty it was swung from the davits. 


The twenty-ono men in their excite- 


ment, made no provision, for the over- 
turning of the craft, and one by one 
they clambered in, in haste to 
jr<> 10 


their deaths. Capt. Baines and the re- 
maining eight men from their perilous 
position watched the little- boat put off, 
shoutins1 luck to the depai tin;? sailors, 


Tossing about on the great waves, 


the sailors pulling a strong stroke, the 
baot seemed in a fair way of reaching 
shore, when a wave swept with mighty 
force on the little craft, ingulfing it. 
The twenty-one men were thrown into 
the sea, and, although the watchers on 
shore were witnesses of the disaster, 
they were powerless to render aid. 


The sea swallowed the unfortunate 


men only for an instant, for they ap- 
peared high on the crest ot" a wave, 
making a last despeiate fight for their 
lives. Finally, one by one, they sank 
out of sight. 


Capt. Baines of the wrecked vessel, 


as he saw his men perish—this mariner 
who had sailed 
the 
world over 
for 


twenty-five years—wept like a child. 


Meanwhile the Oracoke 
life saving 


crew stood its ground and continued 
firing lines to the stranded ship. About 
four hours after the Ariosto first struck 
a life line was cast over the ship's side.

The allter-tonfue* Hon. E. Moody 


Boynton, of Bottom, inventor, orator, 
philoaopfcer, poUtvrlan. political econ- 
omist and dreamer, believes that New 
York and Boston will soon be con- 
nected by an hour's time only. He 
says: 
"I have obtained a charter 


from the Masachusetts Legislature to 
build a bicycle railroad system of my 
own invention from Boston to Fall 
River, Mass., a distance of fifty miles. 
This is merely the first lap of the new 
kind of railroad system which I shall 
build from Boston to New York and 
between other large cities. For about 
ten years I have been engaged In per- 
fecting my bicycle railroad system, 
and have received more than twenty 
patents. By applying electricity to it 
I have adapted it especially tp exist- 
ing standard guage railways, without 
change or interference with their 
structure. 


"By this means I am certain that 


we are on the eve of safe, economical 
silent, dust less and luxurious transit 
at from two to three hundred miles 
per hour for long distances, and from 
fifty to one hundred railes per hour for 
city and suburban traffic. Deep, nar- 
row cars will be run on this line, with 
one line of wheel?, like a bicycle rest- 
ing on the single ground rail. This 
upper guard rail will be charged with 
electric power corresponding to the 
overhead wire of most electric street 
car systems. By leaning this upper 
guide on approaching curves under 
the patents granted these trains round 
the sharpest curves by actual experi- 
ment at from sixty to one hundred 
miles per hour without the least strait 
or danger, precisely as a bicycle is 
tilted. By a railroad of this kind New 
York and Boston can be connected in 
one hour."

And They Are Highly Respected In 


Business and Financial Circlet— 
How the Chinese Printer Dances 
All Day Around Hit Gates. 


The Chinese of San Francisco have a 


new daily paper. The noisy apotheosis 
of the Kearney regime found Its fitting 
setting recently when funds for the re- 
ception of the California Volunteers 
were being sought and Chinese mer- 
chants subscribed liberally and were 
invited to and did take a prominent 
and honorable position in the great 
public parade, while Dennis Kearney, 
unnoticed, watched the Chinese ride 
by him in carriages, and he so poor in 
the esteem of mankind that "none was 
found to do him reverence." 


Only 20 years in the swift march of 


time and the despised Chinaman finds 
a place In the gre.it arena of American 
activities as dist.nct and lasting as 
that of his erstwhile tormentor, whose 
chief claim to notice was in his open 
defiance of all low, and his more than 
heathenish gospel that "might makes 
right."

Having such great interests in financial 
circles the Chinese merchant needs a 
daily ad\ iser and counsellor, just as 
his Caucasian neighbor does, and so 
the greatest innovation of the nine- 
tec-nth century follow?—a Chinese daily 
newspaper in Pan Francisco. 


Vast as are the differences in other 


national charactn bties between the 
Chinese nnd Ames-leans, in none are 
they greater than in the ait of print- 
ing. This is o\\ ing mainly to the vast 
difference in the constructive form Of 
Ihe respective languages. The English 
lanaruage has as many roots as it has 
denv.ilives, and no attainable classifi- 
cation could bring them into a form 
where composition would be possible. 
The Chinese language, on the contrary, 
lia\nic: neither the orthographical or 
etymological departments—each word, 
being fixed and unchangeable—is de- 
rl\ed from 214 root words, which ex- 
pand Into 14,000 characters or words, in 
ordinary uses, and can be expanded far 
beyond this. Where, then, the ordin- 
ary letters and marks of the English 
language can be placed in a small ca<?e, 
in less than 100 squares or boxes, it re- 
quires 14.000 boxes or spaces to hold a 
font of Chinese type. 


The great cases are ranged about the 


room, resting on the floor, and: with his 
stick, he dances from one section to 
another, forward and backward, until 
the spectator, not knowing what the 
printer was doing, would be apt to 
believe him afflicted with the St. Vitus 
dance.

What Lyddite Is. 


This explosive, brought into promi- 


nence by its use in shells at Omdur- 
man and Ladysmith, is picric acid 
made by acting upon carbolic acid \\ 1th 
nitric acid. It is a bright yellow sub- 
stance, much used by dyers. When ex- 
ploded it produces an effect 11 times 
grecTter than that of gunpowder, kill- 
ing not so much by the force of the 
pieces of steel shell it hurls in every di- 
rection as by the blow of the suddenly 
compressed air. 
Lyddite shells are, 


therefore, more "humane" than ordi- 
nary shrapnel, since they do not man- 
gle so much, but act by air concussion. 
The shell have nose fuses only, so ^hat 
they explode on impact. Made of forgJW 
steel, they are used with 6 and 9.2 inch 
breech-loading guns, with howitzers 
and with 4 and 6 inch quick-firing guns. 
Th»ir chief utility is in demolishing 
fortflcations. walls, etc.

in Kent, where experiments were made 
with it, gives the nime lyddite to the 
picric shell.—Baltimore Sun.
